Princeton, N. J., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause he had been chosen to defend, in the 
intercollegiate debate with Yale, the right of 
the negro to vote John Simes of Wartrace, 
Tenn., a Princeton senior, has resigned. 

In the oratorical contest here on Dec. 6

of the question, “Resolved, That the 
fifteenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States has been justified.” 

Simes says that being a Southerner he

Walter Klemm, Leading Man in the

Klemm left his office in Winthrop Harbor 
shortly after noon on Monday, stating that 
he was going to Kenosha, and that he would 
return on the following morning. He had a 
little over $400 in his pocket, and to this 
amount more money was added by a few 
small collections made in Kenosha. He was 
seen in several Kenosha business-houses, and

ly after 9 o'clock. 
Important Man in Village. 
Klemm not only had charge of the govern- 
ment of the Town of Winthrop Harbor in 


the absence of J. H. Van Vlissengen of Chi- 


cago, who is the town chairman, but he was 
connected with the industries of the; place. 

At the office of Klemm in Winthrop Harbor 
last evening no tidings of the missing man 
had been received. D. Foley, general man- 
ager of the Western Telephone Construction 
company, said that as far as he could see 
the financial affairs of the missing cashier 
were in perfect order. Kiemm handled 
thousands of dollars weekly. The books of 
the town were in perfect order, too. There 
being no bank in the village Klemm had acted 
as banker for the workmen, but none of them 
have claimed any losses above 5. They de- 
clare that Klemm will return and make 
everything good. 

Foul Play Is Feared. _ 

Manager Foley fears the man has met foul 
play and been robbed and perhaps murdered. 

Klemm went to Winthrop Harbor from Chi- 
cago. He was formerly employed as a book- 
keeper in the bank of Leopold Meyer of Chi- 
cago, but was forced to give up this work 
on account of ill-health. When the Win- 
throp factory opened Klemm entered the em- 
ploy of the company as a clerk, but was ad- 
vanced until he practically was at the head 
of the plant. ¢

FOREIGN CORPORATIONS 
LIABLE TO $5,000,000 FINES. 


In Chicago 5,000 Are Said to Be Evad- 
ing the Law Requiring Them to Pay 
Fos to the Secretary of State. 


Foreign corporations doing business in Chi- 
ago are neglecting to file affidavits with 
the Secretary of State and pay the fee re- 
quired by the law passed in 1899. The pen- 
alty for such failure is fixed at $1,000. Five 
thousand, corporations are said to be liable 
to the fine, making a total penalty of $5,000,- 
000. If State's Attorney Deneen should pros- 
ecute and collect the penalty in all these 
cases he would receive $500,000, the law al- 
lowing him 10 percent. 

The Secretary of State complains that the 
sum of $5,000 a year, appropriated to pay 
the expense of enforcing the law, is inade- 
quate. He thinks the amount should be $50,- 
000, which would make possible the main- 
taining of a permanent office in Chicago to 
attend to the work. — 

The constitutionality.of the law never has 
been tested by an effort at enforcing the pen- 
alty or otherwise. 0

Court of Appeals at Albany Declares 
Law Forbidding Rate Cutting by 
Brokers Unconstitutional. .

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That the conventional re- 
Refinement finement which goes with 
and Cruelty. wealth and social position is 
Pes often no proof of real deli- 
cacy of feeling was shown day before yes- 
terday at the New York horse show, when 
the agents of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals found that several 
persons of prominence in the social world 
were gullty of allowing “‘ burrs to be used 


im the mouths of their horses. The burr is 


an instrument devised by refined people for 
their amusement. It is made of leather and 
Its effect is 
to be seen in that tossing of the horse’s head 
and that pawing of the ground which gives 
pleasure to these people and lends éclat to 
their passage down the avenue. In order to 
secure the tossing and the pawing, the 
horses are subjected to pain. At the same 
time it is easy to guess what a refined per- 
son who goes to the horse show would say 
if he should see a low, vulgar fellow beating 
his with a whip. He would undoubt- 
edly express the opinion that the brute ought 
to be arrested and he might be led into a 
few retiections on the blessings of cultiva- 
tion. The explanation of the whole matter 
if simple. The burr often gives much more 
pain than the whip, but it is pain of the quiet, 
underhanded, insinuating kind that does not 
grate on refined nerves. President Roose- 
velt read all such refined cruelty a much- 
needed lesson when he refused to admit to 
his stable any horses whose tails had been 
docked. The docking of tails, like the using of 
burrs, is @ compliance with a senseless and 
barbarous custom. The President did well 
in refusing to corform to it. But not all 
men have his independence of character. 
They will continue to do what custom bids, 
and it is only when they violate the laws, as 
in the case of the burrs, that their vicious 
practices can be checked. On such occasions 
there is no reason why they should not pay 
the full penalty prescribed by the statute.

Thie fundamental lew of animal and 
human relations has been grosely violated 
by Michigan and Iowa. There is no reason 
why those two colleges should not prosecute 
their sports on their own college grounds. 
This practice of playing before large city 
erowds in order to swell the gate receipts 
is in itself reprehensible. College sports be- 
long to the college World, and will never be 
cleansed of their proféssional taint until 
they are removed from dependence upon the 
public. Too much business is fatal to ama- 
teur sport of any kind.

THE TRACTION COMPANY REBUFFED 

The Union Traction company bas failed in 
its first attempt to get into the United States 
courts the question of ite assessment for last 
year. It endeavored to have the State 


— 


55 board enjoined from making the higher as- 


sessment which the State Supreme Ooart 
had ordered it to make. Judges Grosscup 
and Humphrey refuse to grant the request. 
It is evident from Judge Grosscup’s remarks 
that he does not sympathize with the Union 
Traction company. He said it had been es- 
caping taxes and hoped to be able to con- 
tinue to do so. He refused to assume that 
it was the intention of the State board to 
8 deal unfairly by it. 
The federal court having refused to inter- 
fere the State board went on to make a 
new assessment of the Union Traction and 
, Consolidated Traction companies. It ar- 
rived at a valuation of $75,000,000, as 
against the $3,500,000 of last year. If these 
, Companies were to accept the situation they 
would pay a million dollars of back taxes 
and thus end the controversy. But they will 


not accept the situation. They will avail 


themselves of the first opportunity to fight 


- the collection of these back taxes which 


presents itself. They have been told by 
Judge Grosscup that it the State board dis- 
criminates against them they may endeavor 
to prevent the certification and collection 
of the taxes. They will make the endeavor. 
They will not pay until the. court of last 
resort shall have said they must do 80. 3

CHILD LABOR MUST GO. 
In the course of their tour of inspection 
through industrial Chicago the representa- 
tives of the women’s clubs are finding many 
things that are not pleasant to look at or 
to think about. Among these is child labor. 
No matter how familiar one may be with 
Mrs. Florence Kellys stvongiy written 
pamphlet on Our Toiling Children,” the 
first glimpse one has at the spectacle these 
children actually present while they are 
toiling is always something of a shock. The 
thing has to be seen in order to be under- 
stood. The long, low rgom, so gloomy as 
to need artificial idumination even at mid- 
day and go charged with smoke and steam 
that the children show through the murki- 
ness like goblins in a cave, cannot be ade- 
quately described until modern industrial- 
iam has its poet. Meanwhile, he who would 
know what it means must go and look at it. 
It has been frequently suggested, however, 
that the parents of the children who are 
working need their hap. This argument 
was presented to the clubwomen day before 
yesterday in several of the factories which 
they visited. If the family cannot get 
along without the money that the children 
earn, how can the State rightly interfere? 
In answer to this question it may be ad- 
mitted that there are certain exceptional 
cases where it is necessary for one reason 
or another that children should do some 
kind of work even before they are 14. But 
this admission does not invalidate the gen- 
erel principle that child labor is an evil 
from the standpoint of economics as well ae 
from that of hygiene and morality. It has 
been shown time and again that child labor 
really adde nothing to the wage-earning 
power of the community. It may seem at 
firet that child’s wages are ciear gain. 
Such ie not the case, however, The invaria- 
ble and inevitable result of child labor has 
been a decrease in the wages of the father, 
continuing till the total sum earned by the 
family is no larger than it was before the 
children began to work. The standard of 
comfort remains at exactly the same point. 
In other words, child la bor is in the nature of 
a temporary relief which turns out to bea 
permanent injury to all concerned. 7 
It is not only that wages are not raised. 
It that were the whole effect of the we- 
tem things would be just as they were be- 
fore and there would be little cause for 
complaint. But, meamwhile, the home has 
been broken up, the children’s physical and 
mental development has been staid, and the 
strength and intelligence of the laborer of 
the future has been seriously imperiled. It 
may be justly concluded, then, that the 
practice of putting children to Werk is ab- 
solutely defenseless except in certain extra- 
ordinary cases for which special provision 
could be made by a board appointed for that 
purpose. The case against child labor is as 
complete as the most cautious reformer 
could wish, Its evil results morally, phys 
ically, and intellectually need only to be 
pointed out, while the economic fallacy la- 
volved in it appears clearly when the matter | 
is thoroughly studied and can. be found ex- 
posed in almost any work on political econ- 
4 


omy. ~ 

It is evident, therefore, that the officers 
of the law need not fear they are inflicting 
an injury upon the community when they 
enforce the law in all its strictness. It is 
time that the whole system of child labor 
were abolished. Few persons really know 
the extent to which it prevails. According 
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per cent of the laborers of this country are 
under 16, and if Mrs. Kelly’s article in 
the Arena in 1894 can be trusted, these 
census figures are lower than they should 
be. Statistics aside, however, anybody who 
will take the trouble can see for himself 
that the law, even as it is now, is continu- 
ally violated. These violations have no suf- 
ficient excuse. Child labor debases the pres- 
ent and mortgages the future. It has no 
right to exist, and its disappearance will 
have a most beneficial effect upon the 
strength and morale of the nation. 


NEW EBAILROAD METHOD? ON TRIAL. 

The Illinois constitution declares that no 
railroad corporation shall consolidate its 
stock, property, or franchises with any other 
railroad corporation owning a parallel or 
competing line.” The object of this pro- 
vision was to preserve a competition in busi- 
ness which it was believed consolidaton 
would destroy. Similar provisions with the 
same end in view are to be found in the 
constitutions of several Northwestern 
‘States. The Governors of some of these 
States may meet soon to discuss the question 
whether this constitutional prohibition of 
the consolidation of tompeting roads is of 
any effect. 

It certainly is so far as preventing the 
formal consolidation of such roads is con- 
cerned. An attempt made some years ago 
to unite in one company the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific railroad systems was 
defeated. The Supreme Court of the United 
States said that where a State, deeming the 
consoldation of competing railroad lines 
inimical to the public welfare, had forbid- 
den it the will of the State could not be over- 
ruled. 

But the ingenuity of the framers of con- 
stitutions is not equal to the ingenuity of 
railroad managers and corporation lawyers. 
The latter have discovered that there are 
more ways than one in which to reach the 
ends which it was fancied by the framers 
ot constitutions could be reached by formal 
consolidation alone. The Railway Securi- 
ties company controls the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific. These two roads are 
not consolidated, and will not be, technically 
speaking, and yet they might as well be so 
far as competition is concerned. 

Competition can be destroyed, temporarily 
at least, by the ownership by two or three 
men who have interests in common of the 
majority of the stock of two parallel roads. 
Even if the Supreme Court of the United 
States should decide that a New Jersey cor- 
poration cannot contro! parallel roads and 
thus practically set at naught the constitu- 
tion of the States in which these roads lie, it 
hardly would go so far as tosay that a group 
of moneyed men has no right to buy up the 
stock of competing roads, though these pur- 
— put an end to the competition of the 
roa 

The conclusion of the Supreme Court con- 
cerning these methods of preventing other- 
wise than by their formal consolidation the 
active competition of railroads will be in- 
fluenced, imperceptibly to the court but none 
the less effectively, by public sentiment. 
That public sentiment, in turn, will be in- 
finenced by the results of the application of 
the community of interest theory. If it 
works well, with a decrease in discrimina- 
tions and without an increase in.rates di- 
rectly or indirectly, then the public will not

THE RAGE QUESTION AGAIN. 

Hyldentiy the agitation of the race ques- 
tion in the Federation of Women’s Clubs 
is not yet over. At every opportunity it 
comes to the surface with a promptness and 
epirit which augur a merry time at the 
forthcoming Los Angeles meeting of the 
federation. At the recent meeting of the 
New Jersey federation Mrs. Rebecca D. 
Lowe, a Southern lady and President of 
the federation, wasin attendance. The New 
Jersey women decided to improve the op- 
portunity by letting her know how they 
felt about the matter. The President of 
the State federation in her address dis- 
cussed the question with considerable vigor 
and argued for the attendance of colored 
women in the general federation and the 
club vigorously applauded. When it came 
Mrs. Lowe's turn to speak, with true fem- 
inine tact she waved the question to one side, 
only incidentally hinting at it by extolling 
the importance of the federation to women 
and urging all the members to preserve 
harmony and not to risk its disturbance and 
a possible disruption of the federation by 
dissensions. 

Notwithstanding this somewhat melan- 
choly hint of trouble if the colored woman 
and sister is allowed membership, the New 
Jersey women are firm. And “there 
are others.” The Massachusetts delegates 
will go to Los Angeles as the special cham- 
pions of the colored woman, for it was in 
their State that the trouble began. The 
State federation has passed resolutions that 
it will demand a vote upon this question 
at the forthcoming biennial convention, and 
the Maine State federation has indorsed the 
action of its neighbor. / 

The Minnesota federation has taken strong 
ground in favor of the colored woman. The 
largest club in Iinois is gracefully sitting 
on the fence. The leading woman's club 
of St. Louis has passed the ingenious resolu- 
tion that “clubs of colored women shall be 
eligible to the general federation if they are 
eligible to the federations of the States in 
which they live.” This is a poke in the 
ribs of some Northern clubs and at the 
same time it would protect the Séuthern 
States, for, of course, no State in that sec- 
tion will ever declare a club of colored wom- 
en eligible. But even with this proviso 
it is doubtful whether the extreme Southern 
States will give their consent to such a 
proposition. 

Thus there is ample promise of “a hot 
time in the old towu of Los Angeles when 
the federation angels are convened there. 
Undoubtedly there will be extraordinary 
displays of adroit feminine maneuvering and 
skilitul compromises, but it may require 
much skill and tact for the leaders to steer 
their craft without running into the black 


breakers. 

THE STUFFY CARS, 
Foul air is a comparatively recent incident 
of travel. Only a iittle, ago the man 


who fared forth went on foot or on the back 
of an animal or else in an “open” or an 
imperfectly closed vehicle. He breathed 
fresh air. Now he rides in heated or pre- 
sumably heated cars provided with tight 
fitting windows and doors, and for a cou- 
siderable part of his journeyings—which are 


tar more extensive than of old—he breathes | 


vitiated air. 

With the procession of the seasons the 
days are now at hand when the passenger’s 
ills of this sort, whether in local or long 
distance travel, are often serious, Save for 
the opening and shutting of doors at sta- 


tions the steam car is often unvéntilated, | 


and to make its “closeness” more evident 
the steam heat is turned on to such good 
purpose that one’s nostrils feel parched, 
the odor of the hot iron pipes is offensive, 
one’s limbs grow restive, and the uphoistery 
is oppressive. 

Yet, although brakemen often seem to 
forget all standerds of temperature as well 
as freshness for their cars, for splendid in- 
difference to every consideration affecting 
inside atmosphere the conductors on local 
street cars are notable. There are some 
linea on which much more attention is paid 
to proper heating and ventilation than on 
others, but it is rare that a closed car is 
not perceptibly ill smelling, and the condi- 
tion of the atmosphere in cars on many lines 
is chronically so noxious that men, and 
women, too, often ride outsidein cold weath- 
er rather than endure the atmosphere inside 

The reasons for these conditions are, first, 
that cars are not adequately heated, and, 
second, that, owing in part to this lack of 
heat and im part to sheer neglect by con- 
ductors, they are ventilated inadequately or 
not at all. It is common to see a closed 
car filled with passengers while every ven- 
tilator is shut tight. The conductor, stand- 
ing a good part of the time on the platform, 
does not feel the need of pure air, and by 
hie general neglect he betrays the absence 
of instructions from the management on this 
subject. 

That standards on this subject should 
be enjoined and enforced by street car man- 
agers is only as evident as it is that ade- 
quate heating appliances and ventilating 
arrangements which would obvigte drafts 
should be provided for all cars. The stuffy 
street car is inexcusable. 


LIQUOR AND OLD AGE. 

The old, old question whether the drinking 
of strong liquors is conducive to longevity 
has come up again and is being discussed 
with as much interest and fervor as if it 
were an entirely new proposition. The dis- 
cussion at this time appears to have been 
started by the announcement in a New York 
paper that a man in Virginia had reached 
the patriarchal age of 103 and had drank 
whisky every day of his life since he was 
big enough to understand the preserving 
qualities of good liquor. | 

Thereupon immediately followed the an- 
nouncement by a man in Hickory ville, Me., 
that his grandmother has reached the matri- 
archal age of 113 by totally abstaining from 
spirituous liquors, and that the old lady 
knows she would have died long ago if she 
had been addicted to drinking, as she prob- 
ably would have done in a State where good 
liquor is prohibited and people have to drink 
anything they can get. 

This is the way this discussion always 
begins and ends. Probably Noah, who lived 
to a respectable age, attributed his longevity 
to his generous use of wine, and he may have 
been offset by some equally long-lived woman 
of Canaan, famed for her abstemiousness. 
And this is the way the disenssion will 
probably continue to the end of time. -

As an indication that many children below 
the legal age of 14 years are employed it is 
noted that the school census of last year 
shows no lees than 34,000 more children be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 14 years old in the 
city than are accounted for by the returns 
from the private schools and from the pri- 
mary and grammar grades of the pubiic 
schools. The reports from the public schools 
also show that during each year about 7,000 
children between the ages of 10 and 14 years 
quit school. Altogether there would appear 
to be more than 40,000 children below the 
age of 14 years who are not attending school. 
These figures are of course only approxi- 
mate and may be somewhat misleading, but, 
even after allowing for a large element of 
error, there are left thousands below the legal 
age who are probably working in one way 
or another. 

The difficulty of enforcing the law which 
forbids the employment of children who are 
less than 14 years old lies in the fact that 
the inspectors have no way of going behind 
the affidavits which are made by the parents 
of the children and which set forth in each 
case that the child is at least 14 years old. 

Under the Illinois law any notary public 
is authorized to grant affidavits, and many 
of these officials issue them on demand with- 
out at all questioning the parents, who swear 
to the truth of the statements made. In 
other States different means have been taken 
to insure a greater proportion of truthful af- 
fidavits. In Massachusetts, for instance, all 
such affidavits are issued by the school au- 
thorities, in New York by the Health board, 
and in Detroit, Mich., all affidavits must be 
obtained from the State Factory and Work- 
shop Inspector on duty there. In each of 
these cases the only officials who are em- 
powered to grant affidavits are directly in- 
terested in seeing that the law is enforced, 
and as a consequence It Is not so easy to evade 
the law. 

In New York State the law goes much 
further and provides that no child between 
the ages of 14 and 16 years shall be employed 
in any manufacturing establishment unless 
it first procures from the local Board of 
Health a certificate showing that it is 
physically able to do the work in which it 
wishes to engage. 

In many States also it is required that 
children under 16 years of age shall be re- 
quired to demonstrate their ability to read 
and write English before they are permitted 
to go to work. New York, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Ohio, and Indiana all en- 
force such a rule. Other States require

ASK CRIMINAL CASE CALENDAR. 
Attorneys Will Petition Judge Dunne 


to Order Clerks of Court to Pre- 
pare Lists. 


Attorneys interested in criminal law prac- |. 
tice will appear before Judge Dunne this 


morning to ask for a ruling that clerks of the 
Criminal Court be compelled to furnish a 
calendar of cases to be tried, as is done in 
other courts of record. Under the present 
system attorneys and principals in cases re- 
ceive no notice of the hearing until the after- 
noon before the date set, often too late, at- 
torneys say, to subpoena witnesses. 


For several years it has been the practice 


in the State’s Attorney’s office, about noon 
each day, to prepare a list of cases to be 
tried in the Criminal Court the following day. 
No calendar is prepared by the clerk of the 
court. The lists are seldom posted, it is said, 


before 2 or 3 o’clock in the afternoon, and, 


as the Sheriff refuses to serve processes after 
2 o’clock, attorneys say they experience dif- 
ficulty in obtaining their witnesses. When 


the cases are called the lawyers are some- 


times not in readiness, and are compelled to 
ask for a continuance, in which case the de- 
fendante in the action are taken back to the 
County Jail. At present in the County Jail 
there are sixty prisoners, it is said, who have 
been confined over six months because they 
were not ready to go to trial when their cases 
were called. 


Judge Dunne set a date for the hearing, 


and sixty attorneys have been subpcenaed to 
give evidence of the injustice the practice is 
alleged to have wrought. The plea for a cal- 
endar will be made by Attorneys Robert E. 
Cantwell, John F. Geeting, and D. G. Ram- 


say, formerly Assistant State’s Attorney. 


Notice has been served on State’s Attorney 
Deneen that the court has been asked to rule 
on the question, and that the attempt will be 
made to secure the establishment of a cal- 


endar that will give at least forty-eight 


hours’ notice to litigants and their counsel. 


State’s Attorney Deneen said last evening 


that the demand for term calendars had been 
made repeatedly by certain attorneys, and 
the proposed arrangement had been found 
not necessary under the law and practically 


not feasible.

On the 
strength of this evidence, confirming as it 
did much other testimony, the case was dix- 
missed by the Committee of Privileges of 
the House of Lords, sitting as a tribunal in 
the matter. 

But there has always remained some doubt 
as to the rights and wrongs of the case ow- 
ing to the fact that the pauper, Mary Best, 
who was deciared to have sold her baby to 
Mrs. Howard, swore, and was able to prove, 
that she had never had a baby. It was owing 
to this unsatisfactory condition of affairs 
and to the complications arising from Mary 
Best’s evidence that Mrs. Howard and those 
associated with her in the claim for the Wick- 
low peerage were never indicted or proceeded 
against for conspiracy, although, as stated 
by the tribunal, it was certain that some 
of the witnesses had been guilty of the grave 
crimes of perjury and conspiracy.“ Mrs. 
Howard subsequently married the man 
Baudenave, who seems fo have been the 
moving spirit in the presentation of the 
claim, and who, according to evidence pro- 
duced, was about to be cited as corespond- 
ent by Mrs. Howard's first husband, when 
death prevented the latter from executing 
his intentions of securing a divorce. The 
fifth Earl was succeeded by his younger 
brother, Cecil, who on his death was 
succeeded by his own eldest son, the present 
Earl.

Lack of Knowledge Asserted as to the 
Ogden’s Business Affairs — Admits 
Existence of Contract by Which It 
Agrees to Purchase That Property 
fer $7,000,000 on March 5, 1648 
Questions Asked by Complainant 

Are Replied To Separately. 


the rights and property of the Ogden Gas 
company was brought nearer a hearifig yes- 
terday when the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company filed its answer to the action in the 
United States Circuit Court. The city bases its 
suit on the belief that the Ogden company 
has been absorbed by the other concern. 

Ignorance of all details of the business of 
the Ogden company is alleged in the Peo- 
ple's answer, and a general denial is made 
of all the material allegations by the city. 
Denial also is made that the Ogden company 
is a trustee of the People's company, or that 
either concern has anything to do with the 
business of the other. 

Answers to some of the city's questions are 
in substance as follows: 

It denies that there has been any contract 
between the Ogden ang the People’s com- 
panies except the one filed as an exhibit. 

It denies that it has advanced $100,000 to 
the Ogden company. 

If there has been any issue of bonds, it does 
not know that any of the original takers of 
bonds and any of the owners were interested 
in the People’s company. 

It neither directly nor indirectly owns any 
tonds of the Ogden company. 

The People’s company states that it has no 
knowledge as to the trust deed and the bonds 
said to have been secured.thereby and alleged: 
to have been delivered by the Ogden company 
to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company, ex- 
cept that a trust deed was referred to in the 
agreement which is filed as an exhibit. This 
contract, dated Nov. 1, 1900; is one in which 
the Ogden company agrees to sell to the 
People’s company its plant and property, 
subject to the rights of the city to purchase 
the plant under the ordinance, on March 5, 
1945, for $7,000,000. 

The People’s company makes the general 
statement that it does not claim to exercise 
any of the rights or privileges under the fran- 
chige granted to the Ogden company by the. 
State of Illinois or the city, and that it does 
not claim title to any of the property, real 
or personal, of the other company. The 
answer closes with a petition to dismiss the 
bill filed by the city. '
